^  *  H  E  Sejjions  of  Peace,  Oyer  and  Terminerr  and  Goal  Delivery  of 

Newgate,  for  the  City  of  London  and  County  of  Middlesex  ;  be¬ 
ginning  at  Jufticd  Hall  in  the  Old  Bayly,  pn  the  9 th.  of  Decem¬ 
ber ,  1685.  Charles  Bateman ,  againft  whom,  an  Indidment  of  High - 
Treafon  had  been  found,  for  Confpiring  the  Death  of  the  late  King,  &c. 
was  brought  in  the  Cufttidy  of  the  Keeper  of  Newgate  in  order  to  his 
Arraignment ;  and  being  ordered  to  hold  up  his  hand,  he  defired  that 
he  might  firft  fay  fomething  for  himfelf,  in  order  to  put  off  his  Tryal , 
but  was  told  by  Mr.  Recorder ,  he  muft  plead  before  he  could  be  heard  ; 
whereupon  dehring  to  know  whether  he  might  have  the  lame  advan¬ 
tage  after  his  pleading  as  before,  as  to  gain  longer  time  for  his  Tryal, 
and  being  anfwered  he  might,  h;  held  up  his  hand,  and  then  the  Indid- 
ment  was  read  : 

Mr.  Bateman  pleaded  not  Guilty,  and  defired  his  Tryal  might 
be  put  off,  faying,  He  was  not  prepared  to  make  his  Defence ,  and 
therefore  prayed  a  longer  time,  laying,  He  had  been  clofe  Pr  if  oner 
for  the  f pace  of  ten  VPeeks,  and  was  over  and  above  very  much  indifpofed  ; 
and  further  alledged,  he  had  had  no  Notice  nor  any  Pannel  of  the  Jury ; 
as  for  notice  of  Tryal,  he  was  anfwered,  that  it  was  not  ulual  to  give 
any  in  that  Court,  but  that  he  ought  to  have  expeded  it,  and  prepared 
for  it  accordingly,  and  as  foe  the  Pannel  it  was  not  denyed  him  ;  then 
he  prayed  a  Coppy  of  the  Indidment,  but  was  told  it  could  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  ;  and  upon  his  further  alledging  his  unpreparednefs  and  no  notice 
of  Tryal,  and  the  like,  the  King’s  Council  urged  that  he  had  opportu¬ 
nity  enough  to  take  notice  of  his  Tryal,  for  that  it  was  upon  an  Indid¬ 
ment  of  the  precedent  Sejjions :  Then  he  asked  what  time  he  might  have 
between  his  Arraignment  and  Tryal,  and  was  anfwered,  as  much  as 
would  ftand  with  the  coaveniency  of  the  Court ;  and  aftet  feveral  hours

humble  reqUcft,  Pen,  Ink,  and  Paper  was  allowed  him  and  hrs  Son  to

The  Jurors,  &c. 


THAT  Charles  Bateman,  late  of  the  Party  of  St.  D  unftans  in 
the  Weft,  in  the  Ward  of  Farringdon  without ,  Lond.  Chirurgeon , 
as  a  falfe  Tray  tor  ,  againft  the  moft  Illufirious  and  Excellent 
Prince,  Charles  the  Second ;  lateKjng  of  England,  Scotland,  Prance  ^Ire¬ 
land,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  his  Natural  Lord ;  not  having  the  fear 
of  God  in  his  Heart,  nor  weighing  the  Duty  of  his  Allegience  •  but  being 
moved  and  feduced  by  the  infiigation  of  the  Devil,  the  Cordial  Love,  and 
true  Due  and  Natural  Obedience,  which  a  true  and  Faithful  Subject  of  our 
Late  Lord  the  Kjng,  towards  him foul d,  and  of  Right,  on  fit  to  bear,  alto 
<y ether  withdrawing  and  Prticlifing,  and  with  all  his  firength,  intending  the 
Peace  and  common  Tranquillity  of  this  Kingdom,  to  difqunt,  and  diflurb, 
and  War  and  Rebellion  againfiour  late, Lord  the  Kjng ,  within  this  King¬ 
dom  to  fir  up,  move,  and  procure,  and  the  Government  of  our  late  Lord  the 
Kjng,  of  this  Kingdom  to  fubvert,  and  our  laid  late  Lord  the  l\Jng,  from 
the  Stile,  Title,  Honour,  and  Kjngly  Name y  of  the  Imperial  Crown  of  this 
Kingdom,  to  depofe  and  deprive,  and  our  (aid  late  Loyd  the  Kjng,  to  Death 
and  final  Definition  to  bring  andput,  the  30th.  Day  of  May,  in  the  qyh 
Tear  of  his  Reign,  and  divers  other  days  and  times,  as  wek  before  as  after¬ 
wards,  at  the  Parifb  and  Ward  aforefaid,  Falfely,  Malicioufy,  Deviltyly , 
and  7 'ray  tor  on fly ,  with  divers  other  Rebels  and  7  ray  tor:  to  the  Jurors  un- 
kown,  did  Con  fire,  Compafs,  imagine ,  and  intend  our  ( did-  late  Lord  the 
Kjng,  then  his  Supream  and  Natural  Lord',  not  only  of  his  Kjngly  State, 
Title ,  Power,  and  Government  of  his  Kingdom  of  England,  to  deprive 
and  depofe,but  alfo  our  faid  late  Lord  the  Kjngjo  hill,  and  to  Death,  to  bring 
and  put,  and  the  Ant  lent  Government  of  this  Kingdom, to  change,  alter ,  and 
fubvert;  and  a  miferable  Slaughter  among fi  the  Subjects  of  oyr  faid  late 
Lord  the  Kjng,  to  caufe  and  procure,  and  Infirreclion  and  Rebellion,  againfi 
our  faid  late  Lord  the  Kjngy  to  procure,  and  afjijl,  and  the  fame  mofi  Wicked , 
Treafons  and  Traytorous  Confpiracies,  Compaffmgs,  Imaginations  and  Pur - 
pofes  aforefaid  to  effect,  and  bring  to  pafs.  He  the  (aid  Charles  Bateman, 
as  a  falfe  Tray  tor,  then  and  there,  ( to  wit  )  the  f aid  30th.  Day  of  May, 
in  the  7  ah  Tear  aforefaid,  and  divers  other  days  and  times,  as  well  before  as 
afterwards  fat  the  Party  and  Ward  aforefaid,  Falfely,  DntawfuHypmofi 
Wickedly,  and  T raytoroufly,  Did  promife  and  undertake  to  thejaid  other 
falfe  Rebel! s  and  Traytofs  then  and  there  being  prefent :  That  He  the  faid

Charles  Bateman,  wouldhe  affi fling  and  aiding^  in  the  taking  And  Appye- 
headin'*  the  Per  [on  of  our  f aid. late  Lord  the  l\Jngr  and  intak  i  ng  and  feiz- 
ing  the.  City  ^London,  and  the  Tower  of  London,  the  Savoy,  and  the 
Royal  Pallace  o/'White-HaU,  again  ft  the  Duty  of  his  Ategkncf  againfi 
the  Peace,  k c.  and  again f  the  form  of  the  Statute,  in  this  Cafe  made  and 
provided,  kc.  y 


Mr.  Phips,  Council  for  the  King  opened  the  Nature  of  if,  and 
was  feconded  by  M r,  Serjeant  Selfy  and  fAx.Char  les  Aloloy,  after  which, 
Mr.  Jofias  Keeling  was  Tworn ,  whole  Evidence  was,  that  lie  had  been 
at  divers  meetings  and  Confults,  where  the  methods  had  been  propo¬ 
fed  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid  ,  and  more  particular  onetime  with  Rum¬ 
ba'd  the  Maltfter,  fince  Executed  for  High-Treafon ,  andthat  then,  three 
Papers  were  produced  by  RumOol d  and  opened,  containing  the  Moddel  of 
the  DeGga,  to  divide  the  City  into  Twenty  Parts,  and  to  raife  Five 
Hundred  men  in  each  Part,  to  be  under  one  Chief,  and  Nine  or  Ten  Su¬ 
bordinates  whom  he  fhould  appoint,  the  Names  of  the  Lanes  and  Streets 
of  each  Divifion  being  likewife  inferted  therein  ;  and  at  that  time  Rum- 
hold  propofed  the  Bufinels  of  the  Rye-Honfe ,  faying,  He  had  a  Honfe  very 
convenient  to  plant  men  in,  tofeize  the  King  in  his1  return  from  New- 
market,  but  that  he  fomewhat. boggled  about  the  Killing  the  Poftillion, 
which  had  been  propofed  the  better  to  hop  the  Coach,  becaiule  it  look¬ 
ed  too  much  like  an  Exploit  in  cold  Blood  :  He  further1  depofed,  that  he 
had  been  at  di'vers. other  places  where  it  had  been  difeourfed  to  the  fame 
ettefc,  and  that  Mr.  Bateman  was  looked  upon  as  a  Perfon  fiting  to  ma¬ 
nage ’one  Divifion  in  order  to  an  Infurre&ion,  to  feize  the  Tower, 
City  k  c.  This  being  the  Sum  of  Mr.  Kpslings  Evidence;  Mr.  Bateman 
fiicVthat  what  he  had  fworn,  did  not  ai FeCt  or  charge  any  Treafon  upon 
him  ;  and  was  anfwered  by  the  Court  that  it  did  not,  and  bid  the  J ury 
take  notice,  that  what  Mr.  KsBi&g  had  f worn,*  Was  only  to  the  Con- 
fpiracie  in  General,  and  did  not  affea  the  Prifoner  in  particular; 

‘ 1  Then  Thomas  Lee  was  Iworn,  and  gave  Evidence,  that  he  being^ade 
acquainted  with  the  Defign  by  Mr.  G oodenough,  et  c-,  and  how  the  City 
was  to-be  divided  into  Twenty  Parts  and  mannaged  ;  and  being  asked 
who  was  a  fit  man  to  mannageone  Part,  he  nominated  Mr.  Baibman, 
and  thereupon  was  delired  to  go- to  him,  and  fpeak  with  him  about  it  as 
from  Mr.  Goodenough  *,  and  when  he  came  to  difeourfe  him  about  that 

:  affair,  he  apprehended  very  plainly  ,  that  he  Avas‘ no  ff ranger  to  it  nor 
toggled  to  give  his  affent,  and  feorned  much  defirous  to  fpeak  with  Mr. 
Goodenoughfbomit •  That  he  likewife  went  one  day  to  the  late  Duke 
of  flo.nmo.ut Ids  Houle  with  Mr.  Bateman*  and  Mr.  Bateman,  after  he  had 
had  feme  Difcourle  with  one-  of  the  Duke  S'  Servants,  came  t’6  him  and 
tbld  him’,  the  Duke  was  willing  to  ingage dn  the  Bufinefs,  and- affur’d 
him,  that  he  had  divers  HorfesTept  in  the  Country,  to  be  in  a  rcadi- 

•  *  nefis  when  matters  fhould  come  to  Extremity*,  and  from  thence  he 
wen  t  with.lgm  to  the  King's- Head-1  avern,  and  there  had  difeoune  to 

*  the  fame  effedt ;  and  from  thence,  they  came  to  the  Uevil-l avern  with¬ 
in  Temple-Bar,  where.  Mr.  Bateman  propofed  the  feizing  the City,  Tower, 
Savoy,  White-Ballad  the  Perfon  of  the  late  King,  and  promifed I  not  to 
be  wanting  therein.  At  another  time,  .he  met  him  Jit  the  Half-Moon 

-  Tavern  in  Aldhfgate-flreet',  wherfc  difeourfing  about  the  Condition  th-

ConfpiratOrs  were  in.  As  to  the  intended  Infurfe&ion,  he  faid,  1/  he 
could  but  fee  a  Cloud  as  big  as  a  man's  hand ,  he  would  not  he  wanting  to  Em * 
plojy  his  Jntereft,  and  that  there  were  other  Difcourfes  tending  to  the  la- 
furre&ion,  but  were  brdke  off  by  the  coming  in  of  one  John  ARmeger , 
before  whom,  Mr.  Bateman  would  not  difcourfe*  becaufe  he  knew  not 
of  his  coming. 

Mr.  Lee  being  asked  the  Defign  of  that  meeting,  reply  ed  it  was  upon 
the  Account  of  carrying  on  the  Confpiracie,  and  that  Mr.  Bateman  had 
told  him,  that  he  intended  to  take  a  houfe  near  the  Lower,  to  place  men 
in,  in  order  to  filrpriZe  it,  and  that  he  had  held  divers  Conferences  with 
fome  Sea  Captains  on  that  affair  ;  and  that  he  had  been  with  them  at 
Cojfee-Houfts,  See.  at  fundry  other  times,  but  thereto  prevent  Difco- 
very,  they  fpokt  of  the  Defign  at  a  great  diftance. 

To  this  Evidence,  Mr.  Bateman  obje&ed  that  if  he  had  been  confcous 
of  what  Was  laid  to  his  Charge  he  Was  fit  for  Bedlam,  faying,  Ht  won- 
der'd  if  he  had  heard  himfpeak  fuch  words,  he  had  not  accufed  him  fooner  ; 
but  was  anfwered,  that  Mr.  Goodenough  was  not  to  be  had  till  after  the 
■Rebellion  in  the  Weft',  and  that  Let's  fingle  Teftimony  in  Cafe  of  High - 
Treafon  in  fo  high  a  Nature,  was  not  fufficient. 

ThenMr. Richard  Goodenough  was  called, who  being  fworn,depofed  that 
being  in  compaay  with  Mr.  Bateman  ( to  the  bed:  of  his  remembrance  ) 
at  the  Kjngs-Htad  Tavern  in  St .Swithings- Alley  near  the  Royal-Exchange 
and  having  fome  Difcourfe  about  the  intended  Infurre&ion,  and  of 
Wade  and  others  that  had  engaged  to  promote  it.  Mr.  Bateman  not  on¬ 
ly  approved  of  the  Deftgn,  but  promifed  to  ufe  his  Intereft  in  raifwg  men  ; 
and  not  only  to  be  afftfttng  in  the  Divifwn  allotted  him ,  but  in  furprifing  the 
City,  Savoy,  &c.  and  in  driving  the  Guards  out  of  Town.  To  this  he 
obje&ed,  that  he  was  not  at  the  Kjngs-Head  with  Goodenough,  to  which 
Mr.  Goodenough  replyed,  Hehadnotfvornpoffitiveto  the  place,  though 
he  verily  believed  that  was  the  place  ;  but  however,  as  to  the  Difcourfe  and 
Words  then  fpoken  by  Mr .  Eateman  he  was po/fitive. 

The  Evidence  being  thus  full  againft  Mr.  Bateman,  and  he  liberty 
granted  him  to  make  what  defence  he  could,  he  defired  that  Sir  Robert 
Adams  might  be  heard,  in  relation  to  a  falfe  report  the  (aid  Mr.  Lee  had 
raifed  of  Sir  Robert  and  others,  and  Sir  Robert  being  in  Court,  gave 
Evidence  that  there  had  been  a  report  abroad  faid  to  be  raifed  by  Mr. Lee, 
that  lief  viz.  )  Mr.  Lee  had  beaten  three  Kjiights,  and  that  Mr.  Lee  bad 
came  to  him  and  asked  his  Pardon,  acknowledging  the  thing  in  it  f elf  was 
altogether  falfe. 

To  the  fame  purpofe  Sir  Simon  Lewis  was  called,  but  appeared  not. 
Ames  Child  being  called  by  Mr.  Bateman,  to  teftifie  his  knowledge  of 
Mr.  Lee  ;  and  being  asked  whaj  he  could  fay  againft  him,  Declared 
That  he  knew  nothing  to  the  contrary,  but  Mr.  Lee  was  an  honeft  man. 

One  Baker  being  called  by  Mr.  Bateman,  to  teftifie  that  Mr.  Lek 
would  have*  fubborned  him  againft  him  to  his  prejudice,  fome  Years 
fince,  of  which  he  had  made  an  Affidavit  before  Sir.  W illiam  Turner, 
and  the  faid  Baker  not  then  appearing  in  Court,  lie  defired  Sir  William 
Turner  to  <dve  fome  account  of  Beer’s  Examination,  which  hejfaid  Sir 
William  had  taken,  but  it  being  above  two  Years  fince,  Sir  William  de¬ 
clared,  He  could  not  charge  hit  memory  with  any  of  the  Particulars  contain¬ 
ed  therein ; 

Mr. 
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Air.  'Tompkins  $rr  H  ikiant  turner's  Clerk  being  Called ,  arid  asked 
what  he  could  lay  concerning  any  Examination,  of  Baker's  taken  before 
Sir//-  ilham,  tnat  i  elated  to  Lee ,  he  laid,  there  was  an  Examination  ta¬ 
ken  Anno  16S  3.  wherein  i>±r .  Eec  was  mentioned  •  but  to  the  btjl  of  his 
Remembrance  it  was  returned  before  the  Kjng  andCouncil,  and  he  could  not 
give  any  account  of  the  Particulars. 

Then  Mr.  Bateman,  deli  red  to  know  upon  what  Statute  he  was  Indift- 
ed,  and  v  as  informed  by  the  v_.ourt,  T  hat  the  Treaion  wherewith  he  flood 
charged ,  was  Comprehended  within  the  2  5* b.  of  Edward-  the  $d.  and  the 
1  ^ th  of  d ar.  2.  by  Oveit-AQ:  ;  and  having  little  more  to  fav  in  his  own 
Defence.  After  a  favourable  hearing  of  all  he  had  materially  to  offer  , 
and  his  Son  having  been  allowed  by  the  Court  to  affift  him,  in  looking 
over  his  Notes,  and  calling  his  Witnetfes,  byreafon  he  through  lielS 
nefs  pretended  himfelf  incapable.  T hen  the  Lord  Chief  Juft  ice  of  the 
Kjngs-Btnch  Sum’d  up  the  Evidence  at  large,  and  omitted  nothing  that 
might  be  for  the  advantage  of  the  Prifoner,  whereby  the  matter  was 
fairly ,  fully,  and  clearly  left  to  the  Jury  ;  and  thereupon  Mr.  Bateman 
was  taken  from  the  Bar,  after  which,  the  other  Prifoners  being  called 
andTryed,  and  the  Jury  ready  to  go  forth  to  confider  of  their  Ver- 
difb,  Mr.  Bateman  s  Daughter  came  in  and  befought  the  Court,  that 
Baker,  whom  (he  faid  floe  had  found  out,  might  be  heard  again ft  Mr.  Lee, 
but  Mr.  Lee  being  gone,  and  the  Tryal  already  over,  the  King*/  Coun¬ 
cil  oppofed  it,  unlefs  Mr.  Lee  could  be  found  (  which  he  Could  not  be 
at  that  time  )  and  the  Court  having  deliver’d  their  Opinion  that  it  was 
not  coin  enient  to  examine  any  W  ltnefs  after  the  J  ury  had  received  their 
Charge,  it  being  a  very  ill  prefident  and  of  dangerous  Confequence 
yet  fame  of  the  Jury  defiring  it,  the  Court  to  prevent  any  Obieftions 
that  might  be  made,  confented,  and  Baker  had  leave  to  fpeak,  whole 
Evidence  w  as,  that  being  in  Companj  with  Mr.  Lee,  fome  Ltimt  in  the 
Tear  1685.  and  difcourftng  about  divers  matters,  he  bad  him  go  to  the  fieri 
of  the  Peacock,  and  to  the  Angel  and  Crown,  to  a  Chirurgeon,  and  a 
Lmnen-Draper  whom  he  named,  t  he  former  of  which  he  remembreX  to  be 
the  Prifoner,  and  to  infmuate  himfelf  into  their  Company  and  dijconrfe 
them  ;  and  when  he  demanded  of  Mr.  Lee  to  what  end  he  (bould  do  it ,  or  a . 
bout  what  he  (bould  difeourfe  them ,  he  told  him  it  might  be  about  State  Af¬ 
fairs,  and  by  that  means  he  would  fnd  a  way  to  make  him  a  great  man  •  and 
when  heexcufed  his  attempting  to  intrude  into  fuch  Company  as  was  \ 'above 
him,  he  being  but. ,  a  Shooe-maker ,  Mr.  Lee  told  him  he  knew  that ,  he  kept 
Company  with  fuch,  and  fuch  men,  and  why  could  he  not  as  well  do  it  with 
thofe  he  had  mentioned, and  of  this  he  faid  his  Examination  Was  taken  be¬ 
fore  Sir  WiHiam  Turner  \  bur  this  being  nothing  to  the  purpofe,  bu* 
was  rather  looked  upon  as  a  Defign,  Mr.  Lee  had  to  make  a  difeovery 
of  the  Confpiracie,  if  he  could  have  procured  further  Evidence  to  have 
Corroborated  his  own,  and  Baker  being  looked  upon  as  a  broken  Fellow 
and  that  he  lodged  near  the  Seffions  Houfe ,  and  yet  came  not  in  before 
though  often  called, the  confederation  of  the  whole  matter  was  left  to  the 
Jury, and  an  Officer  being  fvvorn  to  attend  them  went  out,  and  after  a- 
bout  half  an  hours  debating  that,  and  what  elfe  was  before  them, gave  in 
their  WQrdifX^hat  Charles  Bateman  then  at  the  B<ir,wasGuilty  of  ^z&^High- 
Treafon  as  laid  in  the  Indictment , which  Verdidfc  was  accordingly  Record- 
&d,  and  the  Prifoner  re-conveyed  toA^ewgatej  and  being  again  brought  to* 
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nu(the-tid,  on  fridty  the  nth.  of  December,,  in  q^er  to  receive  Sen- 
■tence  '  arid  upon  holding  up  his  hand,  being  asked  he  couidfty  for 

h  'tmfeif  why  the  Court  fhottld  hot  give  Judgment  agumfi  him  according  to 
the  Law  i  He  defired  to  know  whether  Mr.  Gpodenough  was  fully  pardoned, 

■  and  was  told,  that  as  for  the  Out-lah’rey  he  was  fardontd  and  that  his 
Pardon  had  been  allowed  and  approved  of  in  that  Court ,  and  in  the- Lour!  of 
King’s-Behch,  and  for  any  thing.elfe  he  was  not  Projected  :  1  hen  he  laid 
his  Option  was  altogether  for  Monarchy ,  and  that  he  hoped  he  jkould  have 
an  Advocate  with  the  Kjng  but ;  had  nothing  more  material  to  often 

i  Then  Mi.  Recorder,  after  having  fpoke  feveral  things  in  aggravation 

■  ofthat  great  Crime,  whereof,  after  a  fair  and  favourable  Tryal,  he  was

to  he  hanfd  by  the  Neck,  and  whilft  alive  he  Cut  domny:  and  his  Bowels  to 
,  he  taken  out  and  burnt  ;  his  Htad  to  he  fevered  from  his  Body ,  and  his  Bo¬ 
dy  divided  into  four  Parts ,  and  that  his  Head  and  Quarters  he  difpofed  of , 

at  the  Plea  fare  of  the  Kjng. 

Upon  this,  he  prayed  , a  Divine  might  h^ve  leave  tacome  to  him,  as  like- 
wife  his  Relations,  Which  being  allowed  he  departed  the  Court,  and

On  the  icth  of  December }  1685.  

Penan  Iridi&ment  found  againft  Edward  Elays,  William  Price9 
'John  Holland,  and  William  Davis,  for  Confpiring  againft,  vio¬ 


lently  Affaulting,  and  forcibly  Imprifoning,  for  the  (pace  of 
fix  hours  the  Perfon  of  Wtliiam  Chancey ,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London  9 
againft  his  will,  and  without  any  warrentable  Caufe,  whom  they  faife¬ 
ly  Charged  with  uttering  divers  Treafonable  Words,  to  extort  from 
him  a  Sum  of  money,  &c. 

‘"John  Ho  Hand  and  Willi  am  Davis ,  were  brought  in  thk  Cuftody  of 
the  Keeper  of  Newgate,  to  "Juftice-HalL  in  the  Old-Bayly,  where  upon 
their  Arraignment  they  pleaded  not  Guilty,  and  (Mired  their  Tryal 
might  be  delayed,  feeing  they  were  not  prepared  to  make  their  Defen¬ 
ces,  and  were  thereupon  taken  from  the  Bar,  but  oil  the  nth.  of  De¬ 
cember,  168  5.  the  Lord  Mayor,  Mr.  Recorder ,  Sir  Henry  Tulfe ,  and  other 
Aldermen, being  prefent  they  were  brought  up  a  fecorid  time,  and  order¬ 
ed  to  look  to  their  Challenges,  but  making  no  Exceptions  the  Jury  was 
Sworn,  viz. 


The  Indi£lment  being  read  a  fecond  time,  the  Council  for  the  King 


opened  the  Nature  of  the  Faff,  of  which  the  Prifoners  flood  accufed  in 
all  it’s  unparralled  Circumftances,  and  then  to  proceed  to  Swear  Mr. 
Chanc •  y,  who  gave  Ev  idence,  that  on  Saturday  the  2 %th.  day  df  Novem~ 
her  laft.he  was  informed  that  a  Boy  had  been  fent  from  the  Kjngis-Jrms 
Tavern  in  Lawrence-Lant  London,  about  Four  of  the  Clock  fa  the  Af¬ 
ternoon,  to  let  him  know  that  there  weretwo  Gentlemen  that  defired 
to  (peak  with  him,  whereupon  he  went,and  being  fhewed  where  they 
were,  found  them  to  be  Hays  arid  Holland,  the  former  of  which  he  had 
foroe  fmall  Acquaintance  with,  he  having  been  once  aCirizert,  but  as 
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for  the  latter  at  that  time  he  knew  him  not.  Hays  alter  a  Complement 
>.„(i  ,,, dclired  to  fpeak  with  him  in  private,  but  Holland  whom 
d  Captain-  Holland,  w'as  fomcwhat  agamft  it,  laying,  they 
might  [peak  what  they  had  to  fay  in  his  prefence,  but  m  the  end  he  retir  d 
when  Hays  in  a  melancholy  Tone,  cryed  out,  0  .  Mr -.Chancey ■  1 '  amthc 
tmfortimateft  man  dive,  for  being  the  other  day  in the  Comp  any of  toe  Cap. 
tain  I  chanced  to  let  fall  font  words faidto  be fpokenby  a  Mercu.nt  in 
London,-  which  proved  to  he  Treafon,  and  with  which  l  am  charged,  ana, 
am  now  a  Prifoner  to  the  Captain,  and  therefore  am  obliged  to  produce  yon  as 
my  Author  ;  upon  this  Mr.  Chancey  being  a  little  furprized,  as  not  knoin 
to  what  it  might  tend;  and  not  being  conicious  o  any  thing  of  that 
Nature,  replyed,  He  had  never  fpoken  any  treafonable  H  ords,  and  that 
be  knew  not  what  he  meant,  whereupon  as  probable  it  had  been  agreed, 
Hot  and  came  in  and  demanded  of  Hays,  if  that  was  the  perfon,  meaning 
Mr.  Chancey,  that  had  fpokethe  words,  to  whom  Hays  replyed  he  was :  A 
which  Holland  told  him  He  was  his  Prifoner,  and  maft  go  with  him  to 
White-Hall,  before  the  Secretary  of  State  ;  then  Mr.  Chancey  demanding 
ing  to  fee  his  Warrent,  he  told  him  He  was  a  Captain  of  the  'fKarJ> 
and  that  a  Captaiif  of  the  King’s  Guard  had  power  without  a  Wan  ant 
to  leize  anv  perfon  for  High-Trealbn,  with  which  he  was  charged  ;  then 
Mr  CBancfl defired  to  fend  for  fome  friends,  but  Holland  would 1  not .ear- 
ken  so  that,  telling  him  hemuft  inftantly  go  with  him  out  of  the  daend 
Laaioiis'City,  as  he  term’d  it,  but  withal  that  he  would  call  at  the  C town 
Taveril-without  Temple-Bar;  whereupon  they  flopping  l nCheapfide,  Mr. 
Chancey  found  an  opportunity  to  fend  a  perfon  to  his  Brother,  to  let  um 
underfland  what  ha§  happened,  and  that  he  was  going  to 
nioidft  ftav  at  the  Crown  Tavern,  and  thither  he  delired  he  w  ou  d  come 
whim,  anil  all  the  way  as  they  were  going,  Holland  railed  and  curled 
vL,.  ’that  he  beingone  of  his  Majefties  Servants,  (hould  be  fucha  Vil- 
an  as  *1  conceal  Treafon,  but  Holland  underftanding  that  Mr.  hancy 
Md  feat  for  his  Brother,  and  fearing  the  bufinefs  might  be  d.fcovered, 
woufd  limfuffer  him  io  flay  at  the  Crown  Tavern  nor  fend  word  where 
rtev  were  gone,  but  caufed  the  Coach  to  drive  to  the  Fountain  Tavern 
in  the  Strand  being  nigh  die  Savoy,  where  he  laid  he  could  have  ievera 
Files  of  Mufquettiers  to  fecure  him  if  need  required,  and  ther  e  it  was  t  la 
£  fome  threats  of  Soldiers,  Meffengers,  and  Imprifonment,  and  Exe¬ 
crable  Oaths  that  he-  would  run  him  through  if  he  offered  to  make  an 

elcaoe  Hays  began  to  tamper  with  him,  letmg  him  know  that  the  bu- 
elcape.  flopping  the  Captain’s  mouth  with  a

nntwiSto  give  any  money,  to  White-Hdl  we  mull  go;  but  Mr. 

tWe  olferved  thatAA/W  paid  two  Reckonings  for  a  Company  m  the 
LManceym*  „  own  .  whcn  we  came  to  Whit  e-Hall- 
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had  two  places  at  Court  worth  Eight  hundred  pounds,  and  he  fhould 
loofe  them  both,  befides  being  Pis’d  upon  by  everybody  if  this  matter 
fhould  come  publicly  therefore  defired  we  might  go  to  the  Swan  Tavern 
in  Jdfeftminjler, which  accordingly  we  did,  there  they  both  aigued  that  it 
would  be  for  both  our  Interefl  to  comply  with  the  Captain  in  his  propo-  , 
fa  I  beforementioned,  that  is,  to  give  Holland  iwo  hundred  pounds,  lor 
that  it  was  in  His  Bread:  alone  at  prefent,  but  if  we  fhould  be  carryed  be-% 
fore  a  Secretary,  or  put  to  the  hands  of  a  Mtjfenger,  it  woujd  be  then  out 
of  his  power  ;  but  Mr  Chancey  hill  perfifted  that  he  would  not  give  any 
thing,  whereupon  to  0'  Jute-Hall  we  muff  go  (  lays  Holland )  in  order  to 
be  Examined,  and  then  the  faid  Hays  declared  that  I  was  the  perfon* 
which  the  Merchant  fhould  fay  fpoke  thofe  Words;  however  he  was 
never  brought  before  any  body,  albeit  he  was  carryed  to  feveral  places 
in  White-Hall  for  that  :  Holland  pretended  the  Secretary  was  bufie  $ 
but  alter  fome  flay,  he  faid  he  would  deliver  us  into  the  hands  of  a  Me/- 
fenger  which  he  was  informed  was  at  the  fountain  Tavern  in  the  Strand , 
whom  (  as  he  pretended  )  he  had  Pent  for  when  we  were  there  before, 
and  accordingly  thither  he  carryed  us  ;  but  there  being  no  Mejfenger ,  he 
then  fayed  he  would  fend  for  one,  and  accordingly  Mr.  Chancey  thought 
that  Hall  and  had  feat  for  one,  but  Hays  and  he  flill  continued  their  per- 
fwafions  to  give  two  hundred  pounds,  but  finding  him  unwilling  to  give 
any  thing,  Captain  Holland  draws  up  a  pretended  Information  of  Higb- 
Treafbn  againfl  him  only,  which  being  done,  word  was  brought  that 
two  of  the  Gentlemen  that  were  in  Company  with  them  the  laft  Night 
were  in  the  houfe;  Holland  defired  them  to  come  in,  Hays  in  the  mean 
time  called  Hr.  Chancey  afide,  and  lirongly  perfwaded  him  to  comply 
with  the  Captains  demands,  faying*  that  if  he  had  not  money  enough,  he 
would  prevail  with  the  Captain  to  take  his  Bond,  and  that  he  himfelf 
would  be  bound  with  him,  and  then  he  would  be  no  more  than  One 
hundred  pounds  out ;  however  the  two  perfons  being  come  in,  and  as 
was  afterwards  inform’d ,  one  was  Mr.  William  Davis ,  and  the 
other  Mr. William  Price*,  whereupon  Mr  Holland  reads  the  Information  to 
them,  which  he  had  juft  before  written,  and  told  him  that  Price  was  a 
Barrijler ;  then  Price  did  affirm  that  the  words  were  High-T reafon,  and 
perfwaded  him  to  comply,  faying,  it  was  the  beft  hundred  pounds  that 
ever  he  parted  within  his  life,  adding  if  he  were  innocent,  that  the  de¬ 
lays,  the  negleft  of  his  bufinefs,  and  the  charges  would  amount  to  a  grea¬ 
ter  fum  \  like  wife  Davis  that  came  in  with  him,  perfwaded  him  to  it  al- 
-To,  and  Holland  fwore  he  would  fend  him  to  Prifbn  without  carrying 
Tim  before  a  Juffice  of  Peace  ;  and  added,  that  one  Del  aw  r^e  had  been  in 
yNewgate  for  feveral  Years  and  never  knew  for  what,  and  that  he  was 
like  to  lye  there  as  long  as  he  lived,  and  tha t  Coy &t(h  was  hanged  for 
"only  hearing  a  Treafonable  DECLARATION  read,  and  that 
;llis  Guilt  was  greater ,  having  fpoken  words  at  length ,  finding 
by  their  Difcourie  they  would  flick  at  no  Oath  for  intereft  or  re¬ 
venge,  and  knowing  it  was  Sunday  Morning,  and  not  knowing  what 
manner  of  men  he  h^d  to  deal  with,  nor  what  they  might  fwear 
faifely  againfl  him,  tired  by  hurrying  him  up  and  down  as  aforefaid,and 
fomewhat  affrighted  with  their  menaces  at  the  reiterated  importunity 
rpf  Hays,}W  ho.  pretended  himfe  If  to  be  in  the  greateft  Confirmation  ima¬ 
ginable,  for  fear  the  tunnels  fhould  come  to  light,  and  in  hopes  to  be  rid 
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of  his  dangerous  Corripariy,  tliat  he  might  atleafure  con  (icier  better  what 
he  had  to  do  ;  he  conlented  to  enter  in  to  a  Bond  with  Hays  in  the  Penal¬ 
ty  of  400/.  for  the  payment  of  200, and  the  Bonds  to  be  made  to  Holland', 
but  this  would  nbt  be  accepted  till  he  farther  cenfented  to  fi gn  aWarrant 
of  Attorney, to  confefsjudgment  upon  thePond.  This  being  concluded 
upon, Holland  Tent  his  Foot-boy  to  call  up  Mr.- —  a  Neighbouring  Scri¬ 
vener  to  make  the  Writings,  it  being  then  between  Two  and  T hree of 
the  Clock  on  Sunday  Morning,  Who  was  very  unwilling  to  rife  atfo  unjea- 
f on  able  an  hour  ;  but  being  told  there  Mere  divers  Gentlemen  at  the 
Fountain  that  itiuft  needs  Ipeak  with  him,  to  draw  lomc  Writings  upon 
an  urgent  occafion,  he  at  laft  went,  and  there  found  Holland ,  Hays  Davis , 
Price,  and  Mr.  Chancer ,  and  that  the  Inftru&ions  were  ready  drawn  up, 
which  he  took  into  his  own  Note-book,  and  fo  went  home  to  draw  up 
the  Writings,  where  he  had  not  been  long  e7r  Price  came  to  him,  and 
told  him  that  he  muft  Date  the  Bond  any  day  in  Trinity  Term  laft,  the 
bufinefsfo  requiring,  whereupon  he  Dated  it  the  21th.  of  June,  fo  that 
it  became  payable  the  next  day  after  it  was  figned.  This  the  Scrivener 
ignorant  of  the  Confutation  thinking  pretty  hard,  and  that  a  Judge¬ 
ment  was  to  be  confeiTed  upon  it  without  a  Defeazance,  made  fome  lcru- 
pie  to  do  it ;  but  Price  alluring  him  it  was  lo  agreed  for  fundry  Realbns 
bell  known  to  themfelves,  he  brought  the  Writings,  and  fpared  not  to 
fay  as  much  m  the  Company,  but  Mr.  Chantey  nc  t  contradicting  it  the 
Bonds  were  figned,  but  the  Warreots  of  Attorney  being  purpofed,  he 
icrupkd  to  fign  it,  and  whifpering  Holland  in  the  Ear,  laid,  What  need 
ibis,  will  not  my  Bond  fuffice  ?  but  he  and  his  Accomplices  crying  out, 
4re  not  we  agreed  P  Is  it  not  Jo  agreed  ?  & c.  and  Hays  without  bogling 
fi  going  oil  his  part,  Mr,  Chantey  with  fome  Relu&ancy  did  the  like,  and 
then  the  Scrivener  propofmg  it  was  convenient  to  have  Reieafes  to  Bar 
any  former  Confideration  for  which  the  Bond  might  be  given,  they  wil¬ 
lingly  a  Rented  to  it,  and  it  was  figned  by  Holland  bearing  Date  before 
the  Pond,  whereupon  the  Scrivener  was  difeharged,  and  Mr.  Chancey 
had  leave  to  go  about  his  bufinefs,  and  then  Mr.  Chancey  further  depofed 
that  on  Monday  the  30 th.  of  November,  Holland  lent  his  Foot-boy  with  a 
Note  directed  to  Mr.  Chancey ,  at  His  houle  in  St.  Lawrence  Lane,  inform¬ 
ing  him  that  he  had  a  prefent  occafion  for  20  L  and  that  he  muft  needs 
furnifh  him  with  that  Sum,  as  likewife  with  Silk  to  make  him  a  Cap,  a 
Night-Gown  and  a  pair  of  Slippers,  promifing  to  life  him  very  kindiy  in 
the  payment  of  the  reft,  and  to  take  out  part  of  it  in  Wares,  which  was 
confirmed  by  the  Foot-boy  bfeingfworn,  but  Mr.  Chancey  by  this  time 
being  better  adviled ,  and  finding  it  was  a  Cheat ,  and  under- 
ftanding  by  the  Boy  where  his  Mafter  was ,  under  pretence  of 
furnifhing  him  with  the  money  and  goods  he  had  fent  for,  found 
means  to  'fecure  him  ;  who  being  carried  before  a  Judge, 
was  upon  the  Oath  of  Mr.  Chancey  Committed  to  Newgate  ,  and 
Price  being  fbon  after  taken,  was  Committed  to  the  King's- Bench  and  af¬ 
terwards  together  with  Hays  was  bailed  to  appear  at  the  K^g's-Bench, 
as  it  was  fuggefted  to  the  Court.  To  this  Holland  pleaded  he  only  took 
the  Bonds  to  oblige  the  Party s  to  appear  before  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  that  he  did  it  to  fave  himfelf  harmlefs,  there  being  no  Confideration 
-  why  Mr.  Chancey  fhouM  be  otherwife  obliged  to  him,  and  that  he  had 
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made  his  report  of  the  matter  to  a  perfon  of  Quality,  who  told  him  he 
had  over  done  his  bulinefs. 

Davis  pleaded  that  he  was  ignorant  of  the  matter  as  to  the  contriving 
of  it,  and  only  came  in' by  chance  as  he  was  going  to  his  Lodging  that 
was  near  the  Fountain  Tavern,  and  was  defired  to  hay  as  a  Witnefs 
to  the  Writings  ;  whereupon  Holland's  Foot-boy  being  (worn  ,  gave 
Evidence,  that  he  had  feen  Davis  pafs  through  the  Kjng\-Arms  Tavern 
in  St.  Larvrence-Lane,  when  his  Maher  and  Ah.  Hays  were  above  with 
Mr.  Chancty ,  and  farther  that  he  had  after  that  been  to  look  for  him  to 
come  to  his  Matter.  This  Objeftion  being  anfwered,  he  proceeded  to 
intimate  that  Mr.  Chancey  was  a  di fattened  perfon,  and  that  Hays  had 
affirmed  he  heard  him  fpeak  thefe  words,  viv,  That  the  Rebellion  in 
Scotland  ivas  no  Rebellion ,  but  a  mere  trick  to  get  money ,  or  to  that  effect ; 
whereupon  Mr  Chancey  called  feveral  worthy  perfons  to  teftifie  his  -Be¬ 
haviour,  and  ttrft  Sir  Edward  fValdon  with  whom  he  had  ferved  his  time, 
who  declared  that  he  had  all  along  behaved  himfelf  civilly  and  modeftiy, 
and  that  he  ever  looked  upon  him  to  be  a  very  Loyal  Perfon,  and  well 
affeded  to  the  Government ;  adding,  that  he  had  been  fo  faithful  a  Ser¬ 
vant,  that  he  could  not  enough  commend  him. 

Sir  Robert  Adams  being  dehred  to  teftifiehis  knowledge  on  this  occa- 
fion*  declared,  that  he  had  known  him  many  years,  and  that  he  always 
took  him  to  be  a  very  honeft  Loyal  man. 

Mr.  Brough,  the  fore-man  of  the  Grand  Jury  for  London ,  tettifted  the 
fame  as  did  fome  others  ot  knownLoyalty  and  Integrity,  fo  that  the  Jury 
receiving  the  Charge  hyMr. Recorder, in  which  all  was  moftexa&ly  hum¬ 
med  up  that  had  been  fvvorn  againft  the  Prifoners,  &c.  and  the  Defence 
they  had  made  for  themfelves,  they  withdrew,  and  within  the  fpace  of 
half  an  hour  gave  in  their  Verdift,  that  John  Holland  and  IVilliam  Davis 
were  Guilty  of  the  Confpiracie,  Aftault,  and  falfe  Imprifonment,  as  laid 
in  the  Indictment.

Church ,  on  the  ii  th.  of  September  laft,  together  with 
as  accefTary,  before  and  after  the  Felony  and  Burglary  committed; 
The  Goods  layed  in  the  Indictment  were  Sixteen  filver  Spoons,  Nine 
Fiver  Porrengers  ,  Four  filver  Salts,  Three  filver  Pots,  Two  filver 
Plates,  Five  filver  Candlefticks,  a  filver  Skimer,  Four  filver  Boxes,  One 
filver  Tanckard,  One  filver  Ladle,  Six  Diamond  Rings,  Twenty  plain 
Rings,  and  other  Plate  of  value ;  Thirty  Guineas,  Forty  pounds  in  Sil¬ 
ver,  &c.  In  all  upward  in  value  of  Three  hundred  Pounds :  To  which 
Indiamentfthe  Prifoners  having  feverally  Pleaded  not  Guilty, put  them-

The  Jury  <Sworn  and  the  Indictment  a  fecond  time  read,  Mr. Gat  ford, 
gave  Evidence,  that  about  fix  of  the  Clock  in  the  Afternoon,  going  to 
Prayers  and  leaving  his  Wife  and  his  Maid  in  his  houfe  (  which  Maid 
was  Agnes  Wearing  )  and  returning  about  Eight  of  the  Clock  the  fame 

Evening,  found  his  houfe  rifled  and  his  Wile  much  abufed  ;  the  things

Mrs.  Gat  ford  gave  Evidence,  that  On  Fridays  he  1 1  th.  of  September , 
about  Five  or  Six  a  Clock  at  Night,  in  the  abfence  of  her  Husband,  lome 
body  knocking  at  the  Door,  lhe  feat  Agnes  Wearing  (  the  Prifoner  at  the 
Bar,  being  her  Maid  )  down  to  fee  who  it  was,  and  fhe  returning,  told 

her  it  was  a  Gentleman  would  fpeak  with  her,  flae  then  defired  he  would 
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fend  up  his  Name  and  Bufinefs,  but  the  Maid  repiyed  he  had  a  Letter 
for  er,  which  he  faid  he  muft  deliver  to  her  hand,  however  fhe  told  her 
fLe  would  not  fee  him  till  (he  knew  his  Name,  but  whilft  they  were 
dr'courfing  concerning  it,  a  Perfon  came  up  Stairs  with  both  ends  of  his 
Wtg  in  his  mouth, and  made  as  if  he  would  prelent  her  with  a  Letter,  but 
ihe  teeming  fhye,  and  telling  him  he  was  a  ftranger  to  her  ;  he  let  go  the 
ends  ofhisTT^ ^,and  fwearing  a  great  Oath  that  he  was  a  great  ftranger 
to  her  and  cl  apped  his  hands  upon  her  Throat  and  Neck, faying  he  want  4 
ed  money  ;  Commanded  her  on  pain  of  Death  not  to  make  any  Noife; 
and  whilft 'this  happened,  he  heard  her  maid  cry  out  foftly,  Thieves, 
Thieves  ;  and  then  taking  up  her  upper  Coat,  he  drew  it  over  her  Head, 
and  ft)  tyedit  with  her  hands  in  it,  calling  as  loud  as  he  durft,  Jack,  Jack , 
why  dun? t  you  come  up  Jack?  but  he  making  as  if  he  flay’d  below  to  fecure 
the  maid,  he  cryed  Damn  her  for  a  Bitch ,  Shoot  her ,  Cut  her  Throat ,  what 
ts  her  Life  worth  ?  Which  Mrs.  Gat  ford  takin  g  to  be  in  earned:,  befought 
them  For  Gods  fake  not  to  kill  her  maid  ;  however  Jack  foon  came  up 
Stairs,  whereupon  he  that  fir  ft  feized  Mrs.  Gat for  dy  Commanded  her  to 
tell  where  the  money  was, who  repiyed, She  had  none  hut  what  was  in  her 
Purfe :  Then  he  asked  where  her  Purfe  was,  fhe  faid  in  her  Pocket ,  then 
pull  it  out  faid  he,  but  her  Hands  being  within  her  Coats,  fhe  told  him 
fhe  could  not,  whereupon  he  faid  he  would  take  it  out,  which  he  do- 
ing,  and  then  laying  her  on  her  Face  with  dreadful  threats,  that  if  (he 

ftirr’d - They  went  diredtiy  to  the  place  where  the  money  was, 

altho’  in  a  very  private  place;  asalfo  to  the  Glafs-Cafe  of  Plate:  The  firft 
they  had  fome  difficulty  to  find,and  were  once  about  to  go  away  with¬ 
out  it, but  one  of  them  knocking  aBoard  in  the  Clofet  that  was  to  draw 
up  heard  it  chink,  and  fo  by  force  wrenching  it  up, they  took  the  money 
before-mentioned,  and  other  things  not  named :  Having  gotten  their 
Prey, they  told  Mrs.Gatford She  mu (l go  down  into  the  Celler ;  to  which  fhe 
repiyed  She  could  not  fee  the  way ,  then  he  that  came  up  firft  lead  her,  and 
when  fhe  was  on  the  Top  of  the  Stairs  bid  her  take  her  firft  ftep,  which 
file  did,  and  immediately  flipp’d  down  to  the  Bottom,  and  did  the  like 
on  the  Top  of  the  Celler  Stairs  ,  being  below  they  bound  her  to  a  Par¬ 
tition,  and  brought  down  Agnes  VFearing,  whom  they  bound  likevvife 
and  fet  her  by  her,  but  fo  loofe  that  file  might  eafily  have  unbound  her 
felf  ;  near  her  likevvife  they  laid  a  piece  of  Red  Damask ,  wherewith 
Wearing  pretended  they  had  blinded  her,  and  fo  charging  them  not  to 
ftir  for  half  an  hour,  nor  make  any  noife  ,  under  the  pain  of  being  fhot 
or  run  through;  (  for  as  they  faid,  they  would  ftay  half  an  hour  to  ob- 
ferve  them  )  and  having  plunder’d  the  Houfe  they  departed  with  their 
Booty  .*  When  as  Mrs  Gatford  hearing  all  ftill,  and  imagining  as  much, 
bid  her  maid  (  who  by  this  time  had  gotten  her  felf  pretty  well  at  liber- 
tv  )  to  cry  out  which  fhe  feigned  to  do,  but  with  fo  low  a  Voice,  as 
the  was  fure  fhe  could  be  heard  by  none,  and  therein  excufed  her  felf 
through  the  fear  fhe  conceived  of  having  her  Throat  Cut  if  they  fhouid 
happen  to  return ‘however,  fhe  got  fo  mucKher  liberty, that  fhe  untiy’d 
hrrmiftrefs,  and  then  pretndned  that  her  hands  were  tye.d  over  her 
Head,  which  when  herMiftrefs  went  to  help  her,  fhe  found  the  fame 
vvas  fo  loofe  that  fhe  could  eafily  haveuntyed  her  felf. 

The  Robery  being  thus  Committed  that  Difcovery  might  the  better 
be  made:  It  vvas  for  fome  days  kept  a  little  private,  for  who  were 
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the  Robers  was  not  as  yet  known  to  Mr.  Gat  ford  nor  his  Wife';  and  he- 
caufe  one  Mr.  Hamlin's  Evidence  on  this  occafion  was  rare  and  unufu- 
a  1  corroberating  and'confirming  that  which  was  morepoffitive. 

Mr.  Hamlin  being  called  and  fworn  for  the  King,  depofed  that  fome- 
time  before  the  Robery,  going  with  a  French  Merchant  to  a  Mufick- 
Houfz  near  Moor- Fields  to  look  for  a  Laundrefs  who  had  pawn’d  one  of 
his  Cravats,  that  he  might  perfwade  her  to  tell  him  where  it  was,  and  he 
thereby  have  the  opportunity  of  Redeeming  it  .•  Having  found  the  Par¬ 
ty  whilft  his  Friend  was  difcourfing  her,  he  retired  and  went  down  into 
the  Mufick-Room,  and  fat  him  down  by  Arnes  Wearing  f  whom  he  then 
knew  not  )  accoprpanyed  only  with  an  Old  Woman,  which  made  him 
prefs  himfelf  into  her  Company  and  pafs  fome  Complements  on  her;  fhe 
being  well  habited,  and  making  fuch  a  fuitable  Return,  he  earnelf  ly  de- 
fired  to  know  what  Hie  was,  fhe  thereupon  told  him  H:  was  mi  [taken  in 
the  P  erf  on  he  addreffed  himfelf  to,  for  that  (he  was  but  a  Cook -Maid  ;  and 
when  he  found  fhe  made  fbme  difficulty  in  believing  if,  becaufe  file 
was  better  habited  than  might  well  confi-ft  with  fuch  an  Employment, 
file  told  him,  rlhat  he  might  go  a  long  with  her  and  be  fat  is  fed ,  to  this  he 
confented,  and  went  with  her  and  the  Old  Woman  as  far  as  Hounds - 
ditch  where  the  latter  turned  off.*  From  thence  Agnes  Wearing  went 
with  him  through BijJjops-Gate,  and  fo  to  her  Matters  Houfe  in  Lyme - 
ftreet ,  and  fhewing  him  the  Kitchen  and  all  its  Furniture,  demanded,  If 
he  was  confirmed  in  what  [he  faid ,  and  fome  other  words  having  pa  (fed,  [he 
defired  him  not  to  fay  at  that  time,  leaf  Notice  fhould  be  taken  of  it  %  but  if 
he  would  take  any  other  opportunity  to  fend  for  htrytithtr  to  Ale- houfe  or  Ta¬ 
vern,  foe  would  come  to  him,  and  fo  they  parted. 

About  two  days  after  the  Robery  was  Committed,  Mr.  Hamlin  being 
one  Evening  upon  the  Exchange  with  a  Scotchman  a  Friend  of  his,  his 
Friend  asked  him,  If  he  knew  not  where  to  fpend  an  hour  or  two  that  dull 
Evening ,  to  which  he  replyed ,  He  had  a  new  Mifrefs  whofe  Converfa - 
tion  was  very  taking ,  and  who  had  invited  him  to  pay  her  a  v  fit,  and  fo 
proceeded  to  tell  him  the  whole  Story,  whereupon  they  agreed  to  go 
thither ;  and  it  being  fome  what  dark  Mr.  Hamlin  left  his  Friend  at  a  dU 
fiance,  and  knocked  at  her  Mahers  Gate,  holding  (to  be  the  lefs  known 
if  any  body  elfe  fhouldopen  it  )  the  ends  of  his  Periwig  in  his  mouth; 
(the  Potture  the  party  came  in  that  fir  ft  feized  Mr  s.G  afford:  f Scarce  had 
he  knocked  twice  wh enAgne  sWearing  opening  it,and  not  being  capable 
of  difeerning  who  he  was  ;  but  fuppofing  him  to  be  the  Perlon  he  was 
not,  fell  to  pufhing  him  back,  and  as  one  in  an  extraordinary  furprize, 
cryed  out,  though  fomewhat  low,  0  !  Mr.  Davis  what  do  you  do  here  , 
will  you  ruin  your felf  and  me?  there  is  a  great  ado  about  the  Robery,  and  I 
would  not  have  you  appear  here  this  Month  :  Is  the  Plate  fee  Ur  e  ?  Have  you 
[hared  the  Money  ?  Is  Mr.  Holland  fafe  ?  and  having  laid  thefe  Words, 

(  to  which  Mr.  Hamlin  conceiving  fome  Robery  had  been  Committed 
made  her  a  fuitable  reply  ;  )  She  thruft  him  to  be  gone  and  fhut  the 
Gate.  Tallis  Mr.  Hamlin  told  to  his  Friend  and  divers  others,  and  heard 
foon  after  of  the  Robery  that  had  been  Committed,  and  advifed  with 
feveral,  whether  he  fhould  acquaint  Mr.  Gatford  with  what  he  had 
heard  ;  but  fome  alledging  he  might  bring  himfelf  into  trouble  if  he 
had  no  better  ground  for  it?,  or  no  more  to  teftifie  than  what  he  had 
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heard,  whereupon  he  forbore  it  a  Month  or  thereabouts ;  after  that  he 
met  J*nes  Wearing  ih  Modr- Fields  with  Hollands  Foot-boy  after  her, 
and  began  to  renew  his  former  Acquaintance  withher,  but  at  firft  Ihe 
feemed  ftrange  and  would  not  know  him,  till  he  remembred  her  of  fe- 
veral  paffages  that  had  been  between  them,  and  then  fhe  told  him,  She 
was  fearful  of  lying  aloan ,  and  that  (h  e  war  going  into  Spittle-Fields,  to  get 
her  Sifter  to  lye  with  her  ;  for  it  feems  fhe  then  was  come  from  her  place. 
This  would  not  fatisfie  him,  but  he  would  needs  drink  with  her ;  fo  af¬ 
ter  having  taken  a  View  of  Bethlehem,  and  dilmilfed  the  Boy,  they  went 
to  a  Houle  near  Moor'Gate  ;  and  there  he  told  her  how  Ihe  had  miftaken 
him  fuch  a  Night,  and  what  he  had  heard  her  fpeak  and  obferved, 
whereupon  Ihe  began  to  excufe  it  and  to  change  Colour,  and  in  the  end 
Confelfed,  She  was  mi  ft  alien,  but  that  there  was  nothing  in  it ,  or  to  that  ef* 
fe&  and  fo  they  parted.  Mr.  Hamlin  not  long  after  acquainted  Mr.  Gat- 
ford  what  he  heard  from  Agnes  Wearing, and  Holland  having  had  Notice 
of  this  from  the  fold  Agnes, went  to  take  up  the  faid  Hamlin ,  for  charging 
him  falfely  with  the  laid  Robery  :  Then  Margaret  Harris  being  Sworn, 
faid  that  Ihe  went  to  live  with  one  Madam  W alton ,  who  lodged  then  at 
one  Mr.  Canes  in  New-ftreet  as  her  hired  Servant  about  the  middle  of  Au- 
gufl  laft,and  that  on  or  about  the  beginning  of  September ,  Davis ,  Holland , 
and  one  Bifbop, were  together  at  theD^-7  avern  in, or  n^r, Newgate- ft  reet 
with  her  Lady  (for  lo  (he  called  her)  &  another  Woman, which  Ihe  fince 
believes  was  Mr  .Gat fords  Maid,  making  very  merry  there  ;  and  that  a- 
bout  the  middle  of  the  lame  month  of  September ,  fhe  was  fent  out  by  her 
Lady  to  find  out  one  Mr.  Price ,  but  not  finding  him  file  returned  to  her 
Lady,  &  found  William  Davis, whom  fhe  often  had  feen  there  before,neaf 
her  Clofet  Door,  and  one  Hampton  fitting  in  the  Room  behind  the  Door, 
and  fhe  then  goingnear  to  h^r  Lady,  to  give  her  an  Account  of  her  Er¬ 
rand,  looking  over  her  fhoulder,  faw  Davis  take  out  of  his  Pocket  a  great 
handful  of  Rings;  a  great  part  of  which  were  mourning  Rings,  and 
from  amongft  them  gave  her  Lady  a  Diamond  Ring,  foon  after  which* 
Davis  and  Humpton  went  away  together ;  and  then  her  Lady  faid  to 
her,  Margaret ,  fee  here  what  a  fine  Ring  Mr.  Davis  hath  given  me,  which 
fhe  then  looked  upon, and  oblerved  the  lame  to  be  a  Diamond- Ring  with 
feven  Stones,  in  the  middle  one  having  a  flaw  therein  fill’d  up  with  Sil¬ 
ver  ;  and  thereupon  told  her  Lady  that  fhe  wondered  fhe  would  take  io 
of  him,  for  that  he  was  a  Clipper,  a  Shop-lifter,  and  a  very  ill  man,  and 
therefore  to  be  Impeded  that  he  had  ftolen  it ;  to  which  her  Lady  rc- 
plyed,  that  Ihe  did  not  care  if  he  Robbed  all  the  Shops  in  Town,  fo  that 
he  maintained  her  handfomelv  ;  upon  which  fhe  replyed,  Ihe  doubted 
fhe  would  bring  her  felf  into'trouble  by  it,  and  wasTorry  for  it;  upon 
that, her  Lady  was  vefy  angry  with  her, and  gave  her  a  Box  on  the  Ear, 
and  bid  her  meddle  with  her  own  bufinefs.  About  three  or  four  days 
afterwards,  her  Lady  lent  her  to  her  Daughters,  one  Mrs.  Stanlyi  atone 
Foots  a  Barber  inBlow-Bladder-ftreet,ovGT  againfi:  the  Dog-Tavern  before* 
mentioned,  to  borrow  fome  money  of  her ;  where  when  Ihe  came,  Ihe 
found  her  a  Bed,8r  gave  her  then  an  account  of  her  bufinefs, who  told  her 
fhe  had  no  money ;  whereupon  fhe  asked  her  if  fhe  had  the  Gazette ,  up¬ 
on  which,  Mrs.  Stanly  told  her  Ihchad,  and  there  was  a  great  Robe- 
ry  Committed,mentioned  therein,  andfhovved  it  to  her >  who  read  it> 
and  found  a  Diamond-fling  with  feven  Stones,  and  other  Defcriptioris 
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according  to  what  fhc  had  obferved  in  the  Ring  Jhe  faw  Davis  give  to 
'•her  Lady3 therein  mentioned  to  be  Rolen, with  feveral  otherRings,where- 
upon  fhe  faid,  that  Ring  which  Davis  had  given  toiler  Lady,  was  the 
Ring  therein  mentioned  ;  and  that  file  believed  that  Davis  and  Holland 
(for  that  file  found  them  often  together  concerned  in  many  Crimes)  had 
Committed  the  Robery,  and  asked  Mrs.  Stanelys  Advice,  whether  file 
had  not  beft  write  a  Letter,  and  put  it  into  the  Penny-Pojl ,  to  give  Mr. 
Gat  ford  an  account  of  it  ;  Mrs.  Starkly  replyed,  fhe  believed  it  to  be  true, 
but  ifjhe  fhould  do  it  without  her  Mothers  confent,  fhe  would  go  nigh 
to  kill  them  both  ;  whereupon  file  went  back  to  her  Lady,  arid  carried 
the  Gazette  with  her,  and  told  her  what  difcourfe  had  paffed  between 
her  an  direr  Daughter  concerning  the  Ring,  and  gave  her  the  Gazette  , 
and  fhewed  her  the  place  where  the  Robery  was  mentioned,  and  told 
her  of  her  Daughters, and  her  intentions,  but  fhe  was  very  angry  thereat, 
and  called  them  a  couple  of  Bloody  Bitches,  and  asked  whether  they  had 
a  mind  to  dip  their  hands  in  innocent  Blood,  and  beat  this  Deponent, 
and  Tore  all  the  Cloaths  off  her  Head,  and  gave  her  a  blow  on  the  Face, 
and  made  her  Nofe  bleed  ;  but  it  fo  happened,  that  a  Night  or  two 
afterwards  fhe  apprehended  her  Lady  was  in  a  better  humour,  and 
therefore  defired  again  that  fhe  would  permit  theRing  to  be  produced  to 
the  Minifter  that  was  Robbed,  believing  it  to  be  his  Ring,  and  offered 
that  fhe  fhould  have  theTen  Pounds;  but  her  Lady  refufed  fo  to  do,  and 
then  collogued  with  her,  and  was  very  kind  to  her,  and  offered  her  Ten 
Pounds  not  to  be  concerned  any  more  about  it, and  promifed  to  keep  her 
like  a  Gentlewoman  whilft  fhe  lived  with  her;  and  if  fhe  married  fhe 
would  give  her  Five  hundred  Pound,  and  if  fhe  continued  with  her 
till  fhe  dyed,  fhe  would  give  her  Fifty  Pound  a  Year,  for  One  8c  Tvtferi- 
ty  Years  ;  to  all  which,  ihe  anfvvered  very  little  ;  but  abouta  Fortnight 
afterwards  on  a  Sunday,  Davis  came  and  demanded  the  Diamond  Ring 
of  her  Lady,  which  this  deponent  advifedher  privately,  not  to  let  him 
have;  however  he  fate  down  by  her  Lady  on  the  Bed-fide,wich  his  hand 
upon  his  Knee,  and  whilft  he  was  difcourfing  fhe  obferved  a  large  plain 
Gold  Ring  upon  his  Finger,  which  fhe  with  his  leave  took  off  to  look 
upon,  much  commending  it,  arid  defiring  that  he  would  give  it  her,  and 
looking  upon  it  and  the  Pofie, which  was,  God  above  increafemrlove  ;  fhe 
read  the  lame  aloud,  in  the  pre fence  and  hearing  both  of  her  . Lady  and 
the  faid  Davis,  upon  which  fhe  told  Davis  it  was  a  good  Pofie,  and  fince 
he  had  promifed  to  get  her  a  Husband,  he  would  do  well  to  give  her  that 
Ring  a  gain  ft  fhe  got  him, but  he  would  not/whereupon  file  gave  it  him 
a  gain, but  did  not  obferve  that  herLady  did  let  him  have  the  Diamond 
Ring  again;  but  after  he  was  gone,,  fhe  faid  to  her  Lady,  what  think  you, 
now  Madam, is  it  not  true  that  Davis and  Holland  robbed  theParfon, for  this 
is  the  Ring ,  and  the  Ppfie  I  read  to  you  in  the  other  Ring  is  the  fame  pofie  , 

' both  mentioned  in  the  Gazette;  whereupon  her  Lady  (as  formerly) 
(was  very  arigry  with  her  ;  but  about  two  or  three  Nights  afterwards, 
Davis  arid  one  Harrijon  came  into  her  Lady  s  Chamber,  arid  firing  down , 
'/Lixdr  pulled  forth  a  handful  of  Guineas  and  other  pieces,  upon  fight  of 
"  which  her  Lady  faid,,  Mr.  Davis  when  will  you  fend  me  in  fbme~~v~ 
' D xv i s  rep ly ed ?  an d  {wore  a  great  Oath,  that  next  Week  he  woukffend 
her  in  a  Butchers  Tray  full  ;  whereupon  fhe  faid  to  Mr  Harrifon,  we 
E&ail'have  Guineas  enough  to  Thatch  a  Houfe  :*  And  after  they  were 

gone 


gone,  (lie  defired  leave  of  her  Lady,  that  fhe  might  go  and  difcover  this 
whole  matter,  other  wife  mifc'iief  might  come  of  it,  but  her  Lady 
would  not  let  her  go  ;  and  one  day  in  the  morning  early,  fhe  defired 
the  maid  of  the  Houfe  to  call  her  as  if  home  perfon.  would  fpe'ak  with 
her,  intending  by  that  means  to  have  got  out  to  make  the  Difcovery, 
which  the  maid  did ;  and  when  fhe  was  going, her  Lady  lept  out  of  her 
Bed  and  ftopt  her,  and  beat  her  very  much  and  locked  her  up,  pretend¬ 
ing  file  had  got  the  Ring,  and  then  foon  after  fawned  upon  her,  letting 
her  know  that  fhe  had  accufed  her  unjuftly,  and  repeated  her  former 
promifes  to  her,  to  engage  her  to  the  contrary  :  However,  two  days 
afterwards  being  in  October ,  on  a  Wednefday  in  the  Seffions  Week  ;  fhe 
again  defired  to  go  forth,  to  deliver  a  Letter  for  herFather,but  her  Lady 
fufpefting  fhe  would  go  tell  Mr.  G afford,  charged  her  not  to  do  fo  upon 
her  Salvation,  and  withal  fwore  her  upon  a  Mafs-Book ,  that  fhe  fhould 
not  tell  Mr.  G  afford ,  by  which  compliance  fhe  got  leave  to  go  forth,  and 
then  went  immediately  to  her  Sifters,  at  Madam  Armatages  in  Crain- 
Court  in  Fleet-fireet,  and  informed  them  both,, of  all  thofe  paftages  ;  and 
advifed  with  them,  whether  fhe  might  difcover  it  notwithftanding  her 
Oath,  who  did  advife  her  to  go  forthwith  to  Mr.  Gatfordznd  difcover  the 
whole  matter,  which  fhe  accordingly  did  the  fame  day,  and  afterwards 
went  back  to  her" Lady,  and  ftay’d  with  her  tho’  in  great  danger,  and  un¬ 
der  much  dread ;  being  often  told  by  her  Lady,  that  they  would  do  her 
a  mifchief;  till  the  day  before  her  Lady  was  taken  and  lent  to  th eComf- 
ter ,  out  of  which  fhe  was  foon  after  Bailed  ;  and  further  faith,  that  fhe 
Taw 'her  Lady  have  the  faid  Ring  in  her  Bofome  the  day  before  fhe  was 
taken,  and  often  heard  her  fay  that  fhe  would  through  it  down  the 
Houle  of  Office,  before  it  fhould  be  difcovered:  When  file  had  done, 
then  Mr.  Recorder  asked  her,  where  was  that  Afadam  Walton ,  file  had 
fo  often  mentioned  in  her  Evidence  ?  To  which,  fhe  anfwered  that  fhe 
was  there,  (  pointing  up  to  the  Gallery  )  amongft  feveral  other  Ladys 
and  Women :  Whereupon  Mr.  Recorder  order’d  an  Officer  to  go  up  im¬ 
mediately  and  Wait  upon  her  down,  and  thereupon  fhe  was  brought  into 
Court,  (  very  richly  habited  )  and  pretended  fhe  was  an  Injh  Earls 
Daughter,  and  a  Woman  of  Quality  ;  however  file  was  committed  to 


Prifon  upon  the  Evidence  that  had  been  given,  and  an  Indictment  or¬ 


der’d  to  be  preferred  againft  her?  and  perfons  bound  to’ Profecute  the 
fame,  which  afterwards  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  Indictment 
found,  and  there  was  a  Letter  likewife  given  in  Evidence  agdinftHAW, 
which  Holland  own’d  to  be  his  hand,  and  was  wrote  to  Agnes  Wearing ,  8c 
did fnention  things  relating  to  this  bufinefs ;  and  then  Holland's  Foot- 
boy  was  called  arid  Sworn,  who  teftified  that  he  had  been  often  Tent  on 
meilbages  by  his  Mafter  to  Agnes  Wearing,  and  by  that  meins  was  in- 
ftrumental  in  having  her  taken  by  difcovering  the  Lodging  that  his  Ma¬ 
tter  had  often  provided  for  her,  tho’  fhe  had  fhifted  them  divers  times, 
and  being  in  Cuftody  upon  hearing  that  Diw*  and  Holland ware  taken. 
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endeavoured  to  make  it  appear,  that  he  had  bought  the  Diamond  Ring 
and  as  for  the  Weddiug-Ring,  there  were  few  Goldimiths  Shops, 
that  afforded  not  Rings  with  the  like  Pffte ,  and  did  produce  a 
rerfon  in  Court,  of  whom  he  had  bought  a  Diamond-Ring, but 
it  was  about  Nine  Months  fince^nd  the  lame  did  appear  to  be  ano¬ 
ther  manner  of  a  Ring,  and  difpofed  ofbefore  the  Robery  was  committed, 
and  the  Ring  he  had  given  to  his  miftrefs  conlequently  could  not  be  the 
lame, then  he  called  Perlons  to  difcreditMargaretHarru,by  alledging  her 
unjuftnefs,  and  amongft  others ,  a  miftrefs  with  whom  Ihehad  formerly 
lived,  who  inftead  of  accufing  her  of  Dilhonefty,  gave  her  a  good  Cha¬ 
racter.  Holland  alledged  malice  in  Mr.  Hamlin,  and  that  Mr.  Gatford 
had  brib’d  his  Foot- boy,  but  the  former  not  appearing,  and  the  Boy  up¬ 
on  Oath  declaring  the  contrary,  that  Mr.  Gatford  had  indeed  promifed 
him  t  wo  Guineas  to  dilcover  the  Lodging  of  Agnes  Wearing,  the  which 
when  lie  had  done,  he  would  not  give  it  him  till  the  Tryals  were  over, 
left  the  Prifoner  fhould  conftruethat  as  a  Bribe,  to  induce  him  to  Swear 
again  ft  them ;  and  .having  nothing  more  material  to  offer  further  iit 
their  Defence,  Agnes  Wearing  infilling  upon  her  innocence. 

Mr.  Recorders  um’d  up  the  Evidence  to  the  Jury,  very  particularly, 
and  at  large,  and  more  efpecially  after  he  had  repeated  Hamlin's  Evi¬ 
dence  given  againft  Holland  (  which  he  oblerved  was  their  moft  diffi¬ 
cult  parts,  for° that  generally  what  one  Prifoner  lakh  of  another  is  not 
Evidence  )  yet  as  this  Cafe  is,  they  might  confider  the  occafton  that 
moved  Agnes  Wearing  to  Ipeak  what  lhedid,it  being  without  any  Com- 
pulfion,  or  any  thing  laid  to  her  charge  at  that  time  fhe  could  not 
fpeak  it  out  of  any  by  Ends,  or  dread,  but  merely  upon  a  miftakeand  fur- 
prile,  apprehending  it  was  Davis,  becaule  of  his  appearing  to  her  in  the 
Fame  pofture  as  Davis  was  in,  when  he  feized  upon  Mrs.  Gatford,  and 
then  it  was  very  plain  by  the  whole  courfe  of  the  Evidence,  that  HA- 
land,  Davis ,  and  Wearing  were  all  well  acquainted,  and  great  familiari¬ 
ty,  and  this  familiarity  began  much  about  the  time,  when  this  FaCt 
was  Committed,  and  they  both  very  fond  of  her,  but  Holland  more  e£* 
pecially,  he  ufing  all  Diligence  to  take  care  of  her,  and  conceal  her,  by 
providing  feveral  Lodgings  for  her  in  by  places,  and  what  was  teftified 
againft  Davis  and  Agnes,  and  what  fhc  confeffed  to  Holh thorn,  feemed 
to  make  it  ail  very  plain  if  they  did  give  credit  to  the  Witneffes ;  fo  that 
upon  the  whole  matter,  he  left  it  to  them,  whether  they  would  find  all 
or  any,  and  which  of  the  Prifoners  Guilty  or  not  Guilty  of  this  Crime, 
whereof  they  flood  charged  within  the  Indictment. 

Whereupon,  the  Jury  after  they  were  withdrawn  fome  time,  came 
in,  and  found  them  all  three  Guilty  of  the  IndiCtment;  and  William  Da¬ 
vis  and  Arnes  Wearing ,  were  Executed  on  W ednefday  following,  and 
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
